WE HAVE PLENTY of land, 
bnt we're short 'of water and 
can't afford to use desalinated 
(relatively salt-free) drinking 
water tor irrigation when It 
coeta np to |1 for l.Oeo gal- 
lone," Jacobs said. 

At present, equipment has 
been ordered to measure the ef- 
fect of clfmatologlcal conditions 
upon the amount of water ased 
by plants. 

THIS DATA will aid In dis- 
covering methods of increasing 
plant efficiency in nslng water. 

As be sees It, one point of dis- 
agreement between naturalists 
and realists Is whether micro- 
organisms (naturalist view) or 
ehemlcal faetorfes (realist view) 
should be the agents which 
break down nitrogen compounds 
ittto forms nsable by plants. 

AT PRESENT, there are no 
specific metbods for making 
isolated plants produce more 
foodstuffs merely by applying 
synthesized growth regulators. 
Such chemicals cause cell elonga- 
tion, but this only produces a 
larger plant. The dry yield la es- 
sentially the same because the 
increase is in water, which 
makes up 80 tO 90.per Oittt of 
the living plant. 

In addition to increasing 
yields, br e«wbrolllng growth of 
competing non-food-producing 
plants, researchers are trying to 
develop eropa 'OfWtatiiiBf more 
nvtrieats. 

At present, two-thirds of the 
world is nnder-nurished because 
the popalatlon subsists on hlgh- 
earbohydrate foods which are 
low In vitamin,, mineral and pro- 
tein content

creased," Gary Paulsen, assist- 
ant professor of agronomy, said. 

ALTHOUGH THERE are dan- 
gers in not carefully controlling 
ehemlcal appllcatlona, this doM 
cot mean t]le|r uae should be 

discontinned. 

"If we weren't vsing chemi- 
cals, we wouldn't be able to feed 

the present population of the 
United States, let alone the 
wdrld," Feltner said.

Emotional Problems 
Cause Uw Grides, 
High Drop-Out Rate 

Severe emotional problems are 
the cause of an exoeptionally 
high dropout rate among some 
students according to Dr. Robert 
SInnett, assistant director of the 
Counseling Center. 

SPTATISTIOS COVERING 
drop-out rates since 1963 indi- 
cate some students with emo- 
tional problems ejiperience . a 
drop-out rate equal In one year 
to a four-year rate for the en- 
tire University, SInnett said. 

Two gi^npi of approximately 
SO emotionally disturbed stu- 
dents have experienced a drop 
rate of about 60 per cent in a 
one year period, Sinnett said. 

•^ALTHOUGH these students 
nsnally have average ability and 
avomgiB grades "we find a good 
many that have been on proba- 
tion," he said. 

Analysis of information is In- 
complete at of yet, Imt ft Ap- 
pears that severely disturbed 
students make erratic achieve- 
ments, Sinnett said. These stn- 
dents may perform well one se- 
mester but make poor achieve- 
ments the next, he said. 

THE COUNSELING Center 
has no formal program to help 
the small groups of students 
with great emotional difficulties, 
but SInnett said It might poslbly 
have one within the next year. 

He said the Counseling Center 
trys to obeek on students once 
they leave school, but the dif- 
ficulty of the task hinders a 
tborottgh Job.

Twenty YMrs Ago 

Thanksgiving Holiday 
Extended Two Days 

K-State stuuents were granted their first three-day 
Thanksgiving' vacation in 1946. 

Uf A PBOPOSAL approved by President Hilton Blsen- 
hower, students were to be given a choice between a tradi- 
tional one-day vacation following the defeat of Kansas 
l^uiversity at the Homecomtng football gune or an addi- 
tional two-day Thanksgiving recess. 

As it turned out there was no choice to make. The 
!Wll4oat8 were defeated. 

A similar proposal had been turned down the prevtons 
year because of the war. In a statement issued by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower that year, he said: 

**! AM Sl'KE all students will understand and give 
whole hearted cooperation to the decision to limit the 
1 haukBgiving holiday to one day. A nation at war keeps 
its educational lurtllatlowi funeltoi^ In the mm beUef 
that education is vital to^^ war itMlf wM to the pence 
that is to follow. 

"In return, students and faculty alike of every educa- 
tional institution must keep faith with the people, all of 
w hum are making great sacrifices toward a single, urgent 
goal."

As in the ears of several other letter 
writers, so in mine Senator Dirksen's elo- 
quent phrases still ring: "We didn't think 
too much about what we were fighting for 
In World War L We Just got in there and 
fottgbt . . . Ours sot to reason why. Ours 
i>ut to do or die." How such eloquence stirs 
our beart8» and what does it do to our 
minds? 

AND LEST they he forgotten, recall the 
noble sentiments of President Johnson 
speaking to a New York crowd in August, 
1964: "Some others are eager to enlarge 
the conflict They call upon us to supply 
American boys to do the job that Ai^m 
boys should do. They ask us to take reck- 
less action, such as bombing North Viet 
Nam . . . such action would offer no solu- 
tion at all to the real prehlems of Viet 
Nam." 

Do not these sentiments stir you to 
visions of bearded extremists and wide- 
eyed radicals? Hear the President a month 
later in New Hampshire: "So we are not 
going north , . . We are g^ing to try to 
get ttie Vietnamese to save their own tree- 
dom." (Who. I ask, would c^t his ballot 
for a man capable of such unpatriotic senti- 
ments?) 

NOW EVERYONE knows the war must 
go on because the communists refuse to 
negotiate. ▲ Mben^ome pieoe of informa- 
mom te the lalest Ijoo^ ntj^liitite hints that 
It wasn't always so. 

Eric Sevareid, popular news reporter, 
reports Adlai Stevenson told him that Mc- 
Namara refused to permit negotiations with 
representatives of the North Vietnamese 
gowmnMBt, even thoui^ United Nations 
n s owi a iyC l suiwsa U Thn^ 4iad obtained 
an agreement from that government to par- 
ticipate in snch negotiations. 

This at a time when President Johnson 
was shouting, via television and radio, 
•round the gMte that hm would negotlite 
wH&i anyone at maytSnm. 

STSVXXSOVtold Seweid that U Thant 
later proposed I3wt the United States set 
down exact terms, in its own words, for a 
cease-fire in Viet Nam, that he, U Thant, 
might annou^oe tfte tenns publicly.

Higher Educafi on Act 
Increases Student Aid 



The $2.6 billion Rtgher Edu- 
cation Act passed ' reeently by 
Congress will Increase great^ 
the capacity ot the Aids and 
Awards office to asstot students, 
Harold Kennedy, director of 
Aids and Awards, said Monday. 

TWO PARTS ot the bill will 
affect loan programs here. One 
is a program of government- 
guaranteed, interest-free loans 
to students while they are in 
school. When the borrower 
graduates, be will be raaftfred 
to pay three per. cent tatoreat on 
the loan. 

The maximum amount which 
a student may borrow is $1,000 
a year and 15,000 while be is an 
undergraduate. 

THE OTHER program, the 
educational opportunities grant, 
provides a minimum of $200 a 
year and a maximum ot |800 
per eligible student. If the re- 
cipient is In the upper halt of 
his college clash aeadearicaiiy, 
ktt nuy reealTt a ItOO bottw. -

Looking like a pllo of con- 
crete hMiHkaway in one of the 
lower nMlpm of Seaton hall is 
the UiMi* atitiT ttrat- hello- 
dome. 

THE HKLI<>IM>ME, which 
means path of the sun, is de- 
scribed by Its designer, Henry 
Wright, professor of archlteotttte 
and design, as a collOfe-lOV^ 
teaching machine. 

The structure, which forms a 
perf<^('t half-sphere Inside, has 
68 lights arranged in five paths. 
The paths represent apHMittt 
path of the sun at five times of 
the year and the Inner sphere Is 
nearly a porfael reprioeatatlon 
of the sky. 

A 8KT OF controls la t&e cen- 
ter allows a studwit to 9#lMt 
any hour of the div and kbj 
time of the year by merely push- 
ing buttons. 

The heliodome serves two pur- 
poses, Wright expfatauld. One 
is to show that the sun follows 
different paths at different times 
Of tho jrear. The other Is to al- 
low students to make models 
and to see how they will look 
at dlfforont tSmm of Om dagr aad 
year. 

The machine can be adjusted 
to different latitudes of the 
world merely by tilting a cen- 
tral bank of eontrol butfoas. 

The heliodome was begun last 
summer and will be completed 
at aoon as some complex elec- 
trical parts arrive, Wright said. 

ONE PROBLEM which must 
be odrroeted, Wright said, la the 
acoustics in the dome. Tho man- 
ner in which the walls of the 
dome focus the sound to tho coa- 
ter makes It unploasMit to con- 
verse, he said. 

This is the first heliodome of 
its kind in this country, al- 
though there are two la Eng- 
Oao la at Oamhridt**

Gingrich commented that the 
floor has presented some prob- 
lems since its purchase in 1950 
from a company in Salt Lake 
City, Utah. In 1951, high hu- 
midity caused the floor to ex- 
pand four inches. Since then it 
has contracted due to heat and 
low humldl^.

The removal of cigarettes 
from the Union apparently has 
had Uttle elfeot on smoking 
habtta of students here, accord- 
ing to a survey by the Union 
Personnel and Research commit- 
tee. 

OF THE 848 PERSONS polled, 
746 said the action was an in- 
convmUtMt to sMAlBtn tm eun- 

pus. 

Fifty-two persons considered 
the Union's discontinuation of 
cigarette sales to be a benefit 
beeanee of hnrmfal effects of 
riparette smoking. Thirty-four 
said it was a logical step for 
the Board of Regents to take to 
protect students' health. 

SIX HVNDRKD fifty-six per- 
sons said they smoked when the 
Union discontinued cigarette 
sales In AprU.„19t4. Of these, 
24 do not smoke now, 11 of 
which said they stopped as a re- 
sult of discontinuation of sales. 

All 6S8 smokers polled said 
they were aware of the Surgeon- 
General's warning that clgarettM 
may be a health hasard.

India and Hex- 
loo, call be used alone or In 
combination with various wood 
pulps to make paper and paper 
products. Orelg says a "very 
high ' grade" paper has been 
manufactured from Kenaf at 
the USDA Peoria laboratory. 

HOWUVKK, the pulp crop la 
•till a (dtallenge to farm equip- 
ment manufacturers. Since the 
plant grows more than 11 'feet 
high, it would be neoMsary to , 
develop maehlnei which could 
harvMt . and bate the crops 
rapidly. 

While Kenat Is ready tor 
farm production wheA needed. 
Immediate proHpecta aren't as 
bright for the oilseed croptt. Ad- 
ditional research to needed be- ^ 
fore Kansas can provide oil- 
producing crops for the Indna* 
trial market.

TO QUALIFT for a parachnto 
|nnp by etatle line, the K-8tato 

Sports Parachute club teatota 
that a person have 11 hours of 
Instruction on the ground. Most 
bnportanUy, h«4a drilled on how 
to land. 

A parachutist should land in 
a special way, using a roll called 
a PLF (Paraohnte Landing FUl) 
which absorbs the shock of land- 
ing on the fleshy parts of the 
body. Onoe the rhythm of the 
mannoTer is learned, It Is easy to 
see why few paraehnttsts ara in- 
jured in landing. 

SPORT parachute clubs, most 
of which ara affiliated with 
parachute Club of America, are 
growing rapidly in size and 
nnihber, aMordfng to prond 
statements by club members. 

Safety is emphasized, almost 
paranoically. The national 
organisation characterises the 
sport as "one of the safeat and 
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fastest growing" In the nation. 
And CShnek Klein, the loeal 
preaMtant. insists that sky diving, 
as flte aport of free-fall para- 
, chafing Is called, "has a bad 
name," and bridles at cracks 
made by cmtsldera abont the 
chute not opening. 

"If yott'ye done yonr Job 
right." Klein aatd recently, 

"nothing is going to happen to 
you. The chute has to open." 

'cMP OOtTIMB, there are mal- 
fuctlons. And when a para- 
chutist says the word maltunc-' 
tlon, it is immediately clear the 
word Is gloriously euphemistic. 

Malfunctions range from a 
mere fouled line to the ulti- 
mate. With some, it is possible 
to land aafeiy with tbe nudfnne- 
tlon. But In all cases, the r^ 
serve chute Is deployed. 

"We m mk abont 'ereamtng 

tn* or 'buying the farm,' " Klein 
aald. "But when we get out 
there on the. drop zone, It's all 
pret^ serious." The two ex- 
pressions, If they aren't obvions 
refer to hitting the pwuid 
Without a chute. 

PROPOHBNTS of sky dWlng 
also are quick to point out the 
real thrill comes from free fall- 
ing. In whleb the Jumper dives 
from the aircraft at high alti- 
tude and plummets earthward 
at about 120 miles an hour and 
opens his chute at about 2.600 
feet 

A atatle line Jumper has al- 
most no feeling of free fall, they 
insist. His chute Is opened auto- 
matically by a line running from 
the plane to the parachute re- 
lease, meehantia. The ebnte 
opens in two to three seconds 



after exit. The novice jumper 
luw nothing to worry abont ex- 
cept maintaining the faeo4own, 
spread-eagle position In wbleh 
he Is suppose to falL 

TO THE TRUE sky diver, as 
Klein said, the parachute "Is 
just the means to an end The 
airplane takes ns there and the 
pam«hnte glTea ne a ehanee to 
get back. That's all." 

In their Insistenee that para* 
ehnting is a Mte sport, the skjp- 

dlvers are very correct. It la not 
so much that what they do is 
dangerous as It la that what 
they do defies normal concep- 
tions of danger. It is against 
all standards of safety to climb 
out under the winp of an air- 
plane Mid let go. Or to evm 
think about It. 

PROBABLY most prospective 
jumpers don't worry abont It — 
indeed, most look forward to it 
— until they are making prepara- 
tlona for it. 

It was unneoeasarlly that 
jump-master Harris said to his 
most recent pupil after his last 
training session: "If I jump- 
master yon, I gnarantee yon 
won't eome down in the air- 
plane. I guarantee ya." 
• •'' •

Soldier Writes Amid Blasts 
From Viet Cong Artillery 



Friday, 19 November 1966 
VTOT HOT 

Dear Sherri, 

First of all, thank you for the very nice 
letter. I envy you because you are about 
to oen^lete tour yean of college, an 
acblevemeiit I liaveii't been able to ac- 
complish. 

I HAVE SIX months left in tho Army. 
I work in the orderly room as an assistant 
clerk and I'm the company mail clerk. I 
also drive tor tH% company commander 
whtcb ts one job I really e^Joy. 

As you can see, my military duties 
aren't hard ones, and I'm thankful. Many 
of my fellow GI friends have it a little 
rougher than I do, especially here. 

I HAVEU'T SEEN any action yet, but 
I may be speaking too soon. lASt night a 
battalion ot Viet Ck>ng moved into an area 
ten miles from here. Right -now we are 
watching planes bomb the area. This is 
how it lias been for the First Infantry head- 
quarters company since we landed one 
montb ago.

but still have n't had actual contact. 
XY CltHiUir J0B was Wi>r1cing in a
